Administration Report of the Kishangarh State for the Sambat year 1994 
(1st November 1937 to 31st October, 1933.) 


CHAPTER I 

General and Political 

(A) iNTfiODOCTOKY 

The 'Kishangarh State lies almost in the centre of Rajputana between 
■25 0 -49' and 26° o9' N aud 74°-40' and 75°-l9 E. It has an area of 858 square 
miles Except for small isolated patches the territory consists of two narrow 
■strips which together are 80 miles in length from north to south and have a 
breadth varying from 20 miles in the centre to about 2 miles in the southern 
•extremity. The northern portion is sandy and is crossed by three parallel 
ranges of the Aravalli Hills. The southern portion is generally flat and fertile. 
During and immediately after the rains, a few streams contain water, while 
for the rest of the year all of them present sandy beds. The population 
figure according to the census of 1931 is 85,744 souls. The annual 
.average of gross revenue excluding Jagir lands is in round figures 
Rs. 7,50,000/-. Politically the State forms part of the charge of the Resident 
at Jaipur The Maharajadhiraj of Kishangarh is entitled to a salute of 15 
.guns. The State pays no tribute to the Imperial Government. 

The Ruling family are Rathore Rajputs of the House of Jodhpur having 
marriage alliances with Udaipur, Jaipur, Bundi, Alwar, Sirohi, Jaisalmer, 
Dungarpur, Partabgarh, Jhalawar, and Outch. The present Maharajadhiraj who 
is the 18th ruler of the State is His Highness Umdae Rajbai Buland Makan 
Maharajadhiraj Maharaja Dikshit Yagyanarainsinghji Bahadur. He was born 
•on the 26th January 1896 and was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmer, where 
he passed the Diploma Examination standing second in order of merit. He 
^succeeded to the Gaddi on the 24th November 1926. 

( B ) Noteworthy Events. 

Lt.-Col. R. Hay I.M.S , Chief Medical Officer in Rajputana, paid private 
•visits on the 5th January and 23rd February 1938. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. C. Lothian, C.S.I., C.I.E., I.C.S., Resident for 
iRajputana, visited Kishangarh privately on the 17th January 193S. 

Mr. J. H. Thompson I.C.S., Resident at Jaipur, paid private visits on 
the 11th April, and 21st October 1938. 

The Darbar’s relations with Political Officers were friendly and cordial 
as before. 

His Highness the Maharaja Sahib of Datia visited Kishangarh on the 
24th November, 1937. 

His Highness the Maharao Raja Sahib of Bundi paid a flying visit on 
the 8th May 1938.

The sorrowful news of the death of Major General His Highness- 
Maharajadhiraj Maharaja Sir Bhupindra Singhji Bahadur G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E. 
G.C.V.O., G.B.E. of Patiala was received at Kishangarh on the 25th March 
1938, with great sorrow and grief. As a mark of honour to the departed soul 
all the public offices and schools were closed for two days. 

Thebirthday of His Most Gracious Majesty King George VI was celebra- 
ted on the 9th June 1938, with befitting ceremony. 

Her Highness the Junior Maharani Sahiba gave birth to a second 
daughter ou the 23rd July 1938. 

His Highness visited Ajmer on the 17tli January 1938. 

From the 6th March to loth March 1938, His Highness visited 
Mandawa (Jaipur). 

His Highness paid short visits to Bundi and Rutlam from 20th to 22nd 
April and stayed at Bombay from the 23rd April to the 18th June 1938. 

(C) Administration. 

The Chief Member of Council toured in the Mofussil from the 18t'n 
to the 24th January 1938, and he remained outside the State on State- 
business for 47 days..

CHAPTER II 

Administration of Land. 

For Revenue purposes the State is divided into five Parganas or 
' Hukuraats. They are Rupnagar. Karkeri, Kishangarh, Arain and Sarwar. 

Except in Kishangarh the Hakim exercises civil and criminal powers 
also. The central controlling authority in all Revenue matters is the 
Revenue Member of Council. 

Rai Sahib Purohit Shridharji, who was Revenue Member from the 1st 
November to the 14th December 1937, died on the 15th December 1937. The 
Darbar place on record their high appreciation of the valuable services 
rendered-by him to the State in various capacities during, his life. Mehta 
Sobhagsiughji, who was working as Assistant Revenue Member, was appointed 
to work as Acting Revenue Member from the 22nd December 1937, and he 
held charge to the end of the year. Mehta Narayandas, B.A., who was Extra 
Revenue Assistant till the 15th December 1937, was Revenue Assistant from 
the 16th December, 1937 to the 31st October 1938. The post of Extra 
Assistant was then brought under reduction.

The Revenue collected amounted to Rs. 2,89,9G0/- as compared with 
Rs. 2,63,014/- of last year. The Revenue is mostly collected in kind and it 
has been converted into cash at a certain rate fixed for purposes of audit and 
account. Annexure No. Ill gives the details about the collection in each Parganah. 

The grain collected goes to the Saman-ki-Haveli where it is stored. 
The year under report had an opening balance of grain worth Rs. 16,381/- 
and the grain collected during the year was worth Rs. 60,457/-. Much of this 
grain having been used for State purposes and some of it having been sold, the 
balance at the end of the year was grain worth Rs. 35,860/-

following table.

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CHAPTER III. 

Legislation and Protection. 

The laws of the State are to a great extent adaptations of the codified 
law in British India. The Criminal law and Procedure follow very closely 
the Indian Penal Code and the Code of the Criminal Procedure. 

Kunwar Gangasingh was Buxi Fauj throughout the year, and he held 
charge of the Madan Paltan, Madan Risala, and the State Band. 

The Paltan consists of (l) Umedwars, who get grain allowances for 
themselves and their families and (2) Sepoys, who get salaries in cash. 

The Risala consists of 1 officer, 2 Dafedars, <9 non-commissioned officers, 
and 32 Sowars including 1 Trumpeter and 2 farriers. The followers of the 
Risala number 12. 

The expenditure under the head of Paltan was Rs. 23,558/- while the 
amount spent on the maintenance of the Madan Risala and' the Band was 
Rs. 13,955/-. 

Purohit Shrikrishnadass B.A., LL.B., was Superintendent of Police 
upto the 14th March 1938. From the 15th March 1938 Govindasot 
Sardarsingh B.Sc., LL.B., was appointed Superintendent and he held charge 
to the end of the year. Lala On bar si ugh, who has been trained at Saugor and 
Ajmer and was previously appointed Kotwal, was appointed Deputy Superin- 
tendent and Inspector of Police on the 24th December 1937. 

The Police Force during the year consisted of 1 Superintendent, 1 Deputy 
Superintendent and Inspector of - Police, 7 Kotwals, 4 Thanadars, 9 Head 
Constables, 11 Jamadars, 103 Constables, 40 Chowkidars, 7 Sowars and 2 
Shutar Sowars. 

The budget allotment was Rs. 21,653 /- whereas the amount actually 
spent was Rs. 20,323/-. 

The relations with the border Police were friendly. 

There were on the register of Criminal Tribes 41 Minas and 212 Baoris. 
They earn their livelihood by agriculture and manual labour. Their 
movements are watched and controlled by the Superintendent of Police in 
accordance with the Criminal Tribes Regulations. 

Finger impressions of 100 convicts were taken and sent to the Central 
Bureau, Ajmer. The number of search slips issued was five. 

Annexure No. VI shows the working of the Police in the Kishangarh 
State and Annexure No. VII gives details of property stolen and recovered. 

Dr. Amritlal Bapna M.B., B.S., was Superintendent Jail throughout 
the year, and Lala Durgaprasad was Jailor from 1-11-1937 to 31-8-1938. 
He was succeeded by M. Humayun Akhtar. 

At the beginning of the year there were 50 prisoners, who were males ; 
70 men and 4 women were admitted during the year, thus bringing the total

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to 124, of whom 120 were men and 4 women. Of these, 71 were released and 
two escaped from the Jail. Thus at the end of the year there were 51 prisoners. 

The income from the sale of fruits and vegetables grown in the Jail 
garden -was Rs. 251/- as against 253/- of last year. 

The Jail Industry Department worked as usual and the net profit 
amounted to Rs. 296/- as against Rs. 381/- of last year. 

The charges on account of the establishment and prisoners’ clothing 
came to Rs. 3, OH i/-. The earnings amounted to Rs. 8,554/4/- representing 
the wages of 18956 units. Annexure No. VIII shows the number of persons 
confined in the Jail.

CHAPTER IV. 

The period from November 1937 to March 193S was rainless, excepting, 
for a fall of 20 cents recorded in Kishangarh in January 1938. 

Excepting Sarwar where the first shower was received in the last 
week of May 1938, the outburst oE the monsoon occurred early in 
June 1938, but the monsoon was very disappointing. Falls of rain 
recorded in June, July, and August varied from 7 inches 25 cents to 10 inches- 
10 cents. No rain fell in September and October. Almost all over the State, 
the rain-fall was less than half of the annual average. The tanks were not 
even half filled. All the Kankar crops were destroyed for want of rain and- 
the growth of grass was greatly hampered. 

There was general scarcity of fodder all over the State, and consequently 
cattle in large numbers emigrated towards Malwa and other places for grazing, 
purposes. 

Anuexure No. XIX is a statement of rainfall. 

The statement of the prices of staple food grains appears as Anuexure 
No. XX. 


The Forest area of the State is 41,682 acres. The Number of forest 
cases was 117 as against 68 of last year. The area closed to grazing was- 
2,240 acres. Nearly 23,000 cattle grazed in the State Birs. 

The Forest produce utilized was worth Rs. 7,300/- as against- 
Rs. 7,000/- of last year. The Forest revenue for the year -was Rs. 54,014/- 
as against Rs. 55,528/- of last year, and the expenditure was Rs. 25,400/-. 

The storage of fodder for the year was 43,414 Mds. The charges for 
cutting and stacking grass came to Rs. 15,000/-. The statements showing 
storage and out-turn of fodder during the year under report appear as Annexures- 
Nos. XXI, XXII, and XXIII. 

• ■ Skikarkhana remained under the supervision of Tkakur Dalipsinghji- 
as distinct from his status as Home Member. 

Thakur Ranmalsingkji was the Superintendent, State gardens, throughout- 
the year. The iucome under this head came to Rs. 1,884/-, and the expen- 
diture Rs. 3,432/- 

Indigenous Industries consist of the manufacture of Chintzes, coloured: 
cloth, and lace. 

The Dyers and Cbundri makers are doing business as usual. 
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Paper is also manufactured here on a small scale and large quantities c£ 
*it are purchased by the State Stationery Department for use in the State 
Offices. 

The soap prepared by the firm of N. Parasar has acquired a good name 

and finds market all over India.

The Silora Quarries produced 36,248 cubic feet of roofing slabs and other 
stone materials worth Rs. 18,691/- bringing in a royalty of Rs 1,673/- and a 
Depot Commission of Rs. 26/-. 

The gross profits amounted to Rs. 14,286/-. The establishment charges 
came to Rs. 1,804/- and the miscellaneous expenditure was Rs. 393/-. 

Since the Great European War in 1914 there has been no market for the 
Sarwar Garnets, and for this reason the Sarwar Garnet Mines have not been 
worked during the year. 

The royalty recovered from Messrs. Natliulal Kesari Mai for working 
the Dadhia Mica Mines came to Rs. 121/- 

The Maharaja Somyag Mills and the Ginning Factory (Madanganj- 
Kishangarh) worked as usual and paid a royalt}' of Rs. 11,953/-. 

The Cotton Press at Kishangarh is working as usual but no royalty was 
recovered during the year. The royalty paid by the Cotton Press Sarwar was 
Rs. 400/- and that paid by the Sarwar Ginning Factory came to Rs. 1,775/-,

Mehta Amar Singh was transferred from Adalat 
Faujdari to work in place of Chaudhri Rambilas from the 15th March 1938, 
and he held charge to the end of the year. 

The balance in hand at the commencement of the year was Rs. 1,40,965/-. 
This sum includes the casli in hand together with the approximate value of the 
grain stored in Saman-ki-Haveli. 1 

The receipts from all sources in the year came to Rs. 7,22,571/-. 

There was paper adjustment of Rs. 3,55,839/-. 

Thus the total receipts came to Rs. 10,78,4IO-f-l,40,965==Rs. 12,19,375/- 

Tlie actual expenditure came to Rs. 5,64,85 2/- and there was paper 
adjustment of Rs. 5,32,168/-. Thus the total expenditure came to 
Rs. 10,97,020/- leaving a balance in hand at the end of the year of Rs. 1,22,355 /-.

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CHAPTER VI. 

Medical. 

Dr. Ararit Lai Bapna, M.B., B.S., held charge o£ the Medical Depart- 
ment throughout the year. 

(The Medical Staff at Kishangarli consisted of 1 Medical Officer, 
1 Assistant, 7 Compounders, 1 Dai, 1 Vaccinator, and 8 menial servants. 

The j’ear’s expenditure was Rs. 7,269/3/6 as against Rs. 8,229/13/3 of 
last year. } 

The following statistics have been taken from the registers kept in the 
-Kishangarli Hospital and apply to the town of Kishangarli only excepting the 
attendance figures of District Dispensaries. 

The Maximum temperature during the year was 112°F. on the 8th May 
1938, and the minimum temperature was 38°F. on the 3rd January 1938. 
'The mean temperature was 75°F. 

‘ The total rain-fall registered at the Hospital, Kishangarli, was 7 inches 
-87 cents as compared with 19 inches 30 cents of last year, the annual average 
being about 20 inches 

The total number of births in the Kishangarli town was 312 as against 
291 of last year, thus showing an increase of 21. The total mortality was 
.238 as against 260 of last year showing a decrease of 22. 

i The population of the Kishangarli State is 85,744-,> The total of births 
-in this population was 1285 and that of deaths 1152. Further details are to be 
found in Annexure No. XXIX. 

During the season, i.e., from April 1937 to March 1938, 2056 cases were 
vaccinated by vaccinator Qazi Sikandar Ali, throughout the State ; of these 
'25% were successful. The corresponding figure for the last year was 
.1,903, which shows an increase of 153. 

Lymph used during the year was obtained from the Vaccine Institute 
’Punjab. The cost uuder this head was Rs. 260/-, i.e., nearly 24.28 pies 
-per case. 

Disinfection of wells with Potassium Per Manganate was carried out as 

usual. 

• Fortunately there was no outbreak of any epidemic disease in the State 
:and the general health of the people was good throughout the year.

(/) Out of 144 cases treated for poisons, 2 were treated for opium- 
poisoning and 142 for various other poisons, and all were successful. 

(g-) Out of the total number of operations i.e., 914, 496 were major 
and 418 minor. 

(/») Out of 496 major operations, 4 were done for removal of new 
growths (tumours), 13 for removal of foreign bodies, 1 for excision of 
lymphatic gland, 2 for carbuncle, 28 for setting of fractured bones, 1 0 for 
settiug (reducing) dislocations of joints, 1 for amputation of toe, 22 for’ 
extraction of foreign bodies from eyes, 7 for removal of foreign bodies from 
ears, 1 for radical cure of bleeding piles by injection method, 1 for replacing 
prolapse of anus, 2 for radical cure of anal fistula, 1 natural opening was- 
made for imperforate anus, 12 for cathetei’isation and sounding,, one for removal 
of stone from urethra, 1 for radical cure of inguinal hernia, 5 for removal of 
foreign bodies from nose, 1 for removal of nasal polypus, 1 for partial removal 
of elongated uvula and 1 for removal of lachrymal Sac. 2 Intravenous - 
injections were given and 3 cases of normal labour were conducted successfully. 
376 extractions of teeth were carried out. Practically all the operations were-, 
successful. 

(i) Out of the total number of operations, 27 were done on inpatients- 
and 887 on outpatients, 

This was built out of King George V Silver Jubilee Fund. Urine and 
sputum examinations were done and microscopic work was also started this* - 
year as the new laboratory has been partly equipped now. 
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The post of a lady Doctor and a trained nurse remaining vacant, the 
Medical Officer attended to female cases throughout the year. 7 cases of 
normal labour and 1 of abnormal labour were successfully treated by the 
Medical Officer with the help of the Dai. 

There was one death in the Jail during the year under report, an 
undertrial prisoner having died of Pneumonia. The total number of 
outpatients was 329 as compared with 382 of last year. The average daily 
strength of the prisoners was 65*03 as compared with 70*05 of last year, and 
- the average daily number of sick was 3*60 as compared with 4*27 of last year. 
No infectious disease case occurred in the Jail and the general health of the 
prisoners was on the whole good. 

Altogether 53 reports were issued during the year, out of which 5 were 
for postmortem examinations, 8 for estimation of age, 7 for grievous hurt, 
2 for examination of insanes, 7 for examination of edibles, 2 for detection of 
pregnancy, 3 for examination of clothings and implements, 1 for detection of 
Indian drug powder said to have been used for abortion, and the rest for cases 
of simple hurts. Out of 5 postmortem examinations, 2 were done for infanti- 
cide, T for drowning, 1 for murder, and 1 for sudden accidental death from 
heart failure. 

7 cases were sent for Antirabic treatment at the Ajmer centre 
(Antirabic clinics). All the persons sent for treatment did well and are 
surviving. The expenditure under this head was Rs. 91/-. 

This remained in charge of compounder Pannalal Sharma throughout 
the year. The number of new outpatients was 3,482 as compared with 
3,525 of last year, and the average daily outpatients’ attendance was 16*98 as 
compared with 17*59 of last year. No inpatient was kept for want of accom- 
modation, and cases of serious accidents -were sent to the State Hospital for 
treatment, 

( There are three District Dispensaries at Sarwar, Rupnagar and A rain . ) 

Sarwa.r Dispensary: — This remained in charge of S. A. S. Rahmatali 
till the 6th March 1938. Thereafter he was transferred to the State Hospital, 
Kishangarh, and compounder Shivpal Sharma held charge to the end of the 
year. 

The number of new outpatients was 5,935 as compared with 6,535 of last 
year, and the average daily outpatients’ attendance was 34*36 as compared 
with 31*24 of last year. This shows a decrease in the number of outpatients 
but increase in the daily average number over that o^ last year. 5 inpatients 
were kept and treated in the dispensary and all were cured. The average 
daily inpatients’ attendance, was. *12. A new building for the dispensary 
out of King George V, Silver Jubilee Fund is still under construction. 

Rupnagar Dispensary : — This remained in charge of compounder Heera 
Lai Dhabhai throughout the year. 

’ ' The number of new outpatients was 2,010 as compared with 3,669, of 
'last' year and the’ average daily outpatients’ attendance was 10*87 as compared 
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with 17-68'of last year. No inpatients were kept there. The new building 
for the dispensary out of King George V Silver Jubilee Fund is now ready. 

A rain Dispensary : — This remained in charge of compounder Lalchand 
throughout the year. 

The number of new outpatients was 3.606 as compared with 2,504 of 
last year and the average daily outpatients’ attendance was 15-81 as compared 
with 12-96 of last year. No inpatients were kept there. 

The statement of medical relief afforded in the Kishnngarh State during 
the year under report appears as Annexure No. XXX. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Education. 


Particulars regard ins: schools are given in Annexure No. XXXI. 

State Schools. The total number o£ schools in the State was 29 as against the same 

number of last year. The number of pupils on the roll was 1,455 as 
against 1,427 of last year. The average daily attendance was 1,099 as against 
1, L 33 of last year. 

Of the 29 schools, one is a High School at Kishangarh, 5 are 
Vernacular Middle Schools, 4 are Upper Primary Schools, 16 are boys’ Primary 
Schools, 1 Girls’ Upper Primary School, and the remaining' one is an 
Aided School. 


M. K. E. M. High 
School. 


This institution consists of two departments, viz., High School and the 
Sanskrit Section. The English department has eight 8 classes and prepares 
boys for the High School Examination of the Rajputana Board. During the 
year uuder report 10 boys were sent up for the High School Examination and 
3 were successful. There were 14 teachers in the institution. The total 
number of students on the roll was 185 and the average, daily attendance 
was 166. 


The Sanskrit Department prepares boys for the Prathma, Madhyama, 
Sliastri aud Acharya Examinations of the Government Sanskrit College, 
Benares. This department was in charge of Pandit Kula Nand Jha Sliastri 
aud Acharya of Benares. One boy appeard for Prathma and one for Madhyama 
(Part exa.). The former was succesful and the latter failed. 


Sadar Verna- 
cular Middle 
School. 


The Hindi Department prepares boys for the Vernacular Final 
Examination of the Allahabad Board. The number of teachers in this 
department was 9 including one English teacher. The second language 
taught is English/ The total number of boys was 197 and the average daily 
attendance was 164. Out of the 12 candidates sent up for the Vernacular 
Final Examination, 7 were successful. ; 


Sl Pnmiy Upper Primary Schools are at (1) Fatehgarh (2) Sampla, 

(3) Salemabad and (4) Narwar. 


Primary School. Primary Schools are at (1) Tikaora, (2).Kuchil,. (3) Bandarsindri, 
(4) Ralaota, (5) Hingonia, (6) Akoria, (7) Lamba, (8) Gothiann, 
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^9) Katsura, (10) Dhasuk, (11) Bkambolao (12) Sirunj, (13) Dadhia, 
(14) Sursura, (15) Jajota, and (16) Raghunathpura. 

Girls’ Schools are at (1) Kisliangark and (2) Sarwar. The number 
-of pupils on the roll was 89 as against 87 of last year. 

The school at Kisliangarli had five classes from infant to the 3rd class. 
'The number of pupils on the roll was 60 as against 56 of last year. 

There is one Aided School at Chosla. 

The Private Schools are as follows : —

There are 4 boarding houses in the State ; of these, two are at 
Kishangarh and one at Arain and the other at Sarwar. 

The two boarding houses at Kishangarh are (1) the Sadar Boarding 
House and (2) the Yatendra Noble Boarding House. In the former there 
were 17 self-supporting boarders, the staff being maintained by the State, and 
in the latter, which is being maintained by the State at an annual cost of 
Rs. 1,426/- there were 46 boarders, all being sons of Rajput Jagirdars. The 
annual expenditure of the Sadar Boarding House was Rs. 442/-. 

In the boarding houses at Arain and Sarwar there were about 53 
.students. Both these boarding houses are maintained by the State. The 
-expenditure was Rs. 595/-. 

Mr. Abdul Latif was the Scout Master. The number of Scouts and 
Gubs was 180 as against 40 of last year. 

■ Prize Distribution was held under the presidency of Rai Bahadur Hari 
Prasad, B.Sc., F.C.S., Vice Principal, Government College, Ajmer, on the 14th 
August 1938.

There is only . one printing press at tke Capital, namely the Madam 
Prabkakar Press, which is able to do good printing work in Hindi. 

The Raj Library remained in charge of Master Lachhman Singhji- 
In the year under report the number of volumes in the Library was 7,942 
including several manuscripts in Sanskrit, Hindi, English, Bangla, Marathi and' 
Canadi etc. 

Newspapers and magazines 9 in number were subscribed during tbe- 
year for affording facilities to tke Clerks, Officials and tke public for reading 
news-papers, desire for which is gradually increasing. 

The work of the Local Walterkrit Sablia was supervised by the- 
Buxi Jagir. Altogether 72 cases were decided, of which 56 related to marriage 
expenses and 16 to expenses connected with funerals. 

Stationery worth Rs. 6,024/- was purchased and distributed to the- 
State Courts and. .Offices. This sum includes Rs. 1,886/- on account of 
printing charges. Local purchases amounted to Rs. 2,700/-. Tke Stationery 
^Stores were managed by Purohit Ramnarain, Head Clerk of tke English. 
Office. : 

\ KavisRwar Ghanskyam, who was the Tawarikh officer, died on the- 
.11th November, 1937. Thereafter his son Kavi Sripat was appointed to act 
as Tawarikh Officer, from the 27th December, 1937. . 

■ "Note on the history of the State from the reign of H. IP. Maharajah- 
Kisban Singhji, Founder of the State, to that -of H. H. Maharajah Madam 
Singhji wa^ prepared and submitted for His. Highness’s perusal. . Copies of 
1 1 Pattas were prepared. 294 files were received from Maliakma Muafiyat . 
of which 94 were returned with necessary notes. 
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Mr. Manoliar Lai, : D. M. E., was in charge of the Power House 
throughout the year. 

Some new lights were extended for the public as well as for the State. 

The income amounted to Rs. ; 7,922/- and the expenditure was 
Rs. 14,237/-. 

The number of telephones was 15 during the year under report. 

The budget allotment under this head was Rs. 1,099/- and the 
expenditure was Rs. 99 0/-* 

Owing to the scarcity of fodder no cattle fair was held at Madanganj. 
However, some cattle owners came and sold their animals and the fees realised 
thereof amounted to Rs. 1,720/- only. 

In the fair at Sursura 9,567 cattle were sold whereby Rs. 1,60,785/- 
were transferred to the sellers. The fees realised amounted' to Rs. 1,404/-. 

The number of animals sold in the fair at Sarwar was 4,031 whereby 
Rs. 47,231/- were transferred to the sellers and the fees realised came to 
Rs. 2,497/-. 

The department of Talfi, which was established two years ago, has been 
reported to be working satisfactorily. 

This was formed two years ago. Its work is said to be satisfactory.
